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1984  FIRE  WEATHER  AND 
SEASONAL  SEVERITY 


After  experiencing  two  very  wet  years 
accompanied  by  unusually  low  wildfire 
occurrence,  the  1984  wildfire  season 
seemed  extremely  busy  by  comparison. 
Although  the  western  United  States 
again  received  above  average  amounts 
of  precipitation  in  the  form  of  rain 
and  snow  well  into  the  month  of  May 
two  exceptions  began  to  emerge  early 
in  the  year.  Southern  California 
started  1984  without  any  measurable 
rainfall.  This  trend  continued 
through  winter,  spring,  and  early 
summer.  Eastern  Montana  also  experi¬ 
enced  a  low  level  of  precipitation  in 
1984  that  set  the  stage  for  seven 
days  of  wildfire  activity  the  last 
week  in  August. 

The  seriousness  of  the  southern 
California  situation  surfaced  early 
in  February  when  Santa  Ana  winds  blew 
down  power  lines  starting  several 
project  wildfires.  In  April  activity 
shifted  to  the  southern  states.  On 
April  25  two  firefighters  lost  their 
lives  while  suppressing  a  wildfire  on 
the  Ouachita  National  Forest  in 
Arkansas.  In  late  June  wildfire 
activity  shifted  west  to  the  National 
Forests  in  Arizona.  In  July  the 
Toiyabe  National  Forest  in  western 
Nevada  experienced  a  series  of 
project  wildfires.  By  late  July 
occasional  tropical  storm  systems 
from  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  essentially 
eliminated  the  potential  for  serious 
conflagrations  in  southern  California 
and  western  Nevada.  Montana,  Idaho, 
Washington,  Oregon,  and  Northern 
California  experienced  an  increased 
level  of  lightning  activity  that  kept 
smokejumper  bases  busy. 

During  the  last  week  of  August  the 
entire  State  of  Montana  experienced  a 
large  number  of  lightning  fires 
followed  by  three  to  four  days  of 
strong  winds.  This  combination  of 
weather  factors  resulted  in  17 
project  fires  in  eastern  Montana. 
Early  rains  and  snowstorms  ended  the 
danger  of  wildfires  in  most  areas  of 
the  United  States  by  the  end  of 
September  except  for  southern 
California.  Very  little  wildfire 
activity  occurred  during  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  1984.
